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CONVOCATION  BEGIN6  NEW  6CMOOL  YEAR 


Three  hundred  seventy-one  stu- 
dents officially  began  Columbia  Sem- 
inary's 152nd  year  with  an  opening 
convocation  on  September  5,    1979. 

The  colorful  worship  service,  with 
faculty  in  their  academic  regalia,  was 
held  in  the  sanctuary  of  Columbia 
Presbyterian  Church.  President  J. 
Davison  Philips  preached  a  sermon 
entitled  "Windows"  in  which  he  said, 
"God  will  open  windows  of  judgment 
and  blessing  upon  us  this  year.  Let 
the  winds  of  God  blow  through  the 
windows  of  our  lives  and  let  the  Spirit 
blow  away  the  clouds  and  guide  us 
into  the  truth."  He  then  challenged 
each  person  with  the  question,  "How 
do  you  propose  to  use  the  windows 
God  provides  you?" 

Board  member  Dr.  Mary  Boney 
Sheats  inducted  55  first  professional 
degree  students.  An  additional  78 
advanced  degree  students  and  special 
students  were  enrolled  and  welcomed 
into  the  Seminary  community. 

Many  faculty  members  participated 
in  the  leadership  of  the  service.  Pro- 
fessor Shirley  Guthrie.  Chairperson 
of  the  Historical  Doctrinal  Area,  gave 
the  Invocation  and  Professor  Charles 
Cousar.  Chairperson  of  the  Biblical 
Area,  led  the  Prayers  of  Thanksgiv- 
ing. Prayers  of  Intercession  were  civ- 
en  by  Professor  Wade  Huie.  Chair- 
person of  the  Pastoral  Area. 

Dean  of  Academic  Affairs  Oscar 
Hussel  introduced  the  faculty  while 
Dean  of  Students  Erskine  Clarke  wel- 
comed the  students. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  open- 
ing Convocation  came  when  the  enter- 
ing students  stood  and  repeated  the 
traditional  pledge  which  was  first 
taken  by  students  at  Princeton  Semi- 
nary in   1817.

FUND  has  laid  a  good  foundation 
for  the  crucial  $l'/2  million  capital 
funds  effort  to  increase  the  endow- 
ment of  the  Seminary  in  the  Synod 
during  1979-80. 

A  vigorous  partnership  unites  Col- 
umbia  Seminary   with   the   Synod  of 


Florida.  One  hundred  fifty-eight  Col- 
umbia graduates  are  serving  in  Flori- 
da as  parish  ministers,  counselors, 
teachers,  chaplains  and  administrators 
in  church  related  institutions.  Cur- 
rently, 44  students  from  Florida  are 
preparing  for  ordination  or  are  tak- 
ing advanced  degrees  at  the  Semi- 
nary. 

The  Informational  Phase  of  THE 
MARGIN  OF  EXCELLENCE 
FUND  will  be  followed  by  an  Or- 
ganizational Phase  in  the  Presbyteries 
this  Fall  and  by  a  Congregational 
Phase  in  local  churches  during  Janu- 
ary-March, 1980.

Dear  Partners  in  Mission 

Among  the  significant  convocations 
here  at  Columbia  during  September, 
the  Honors  Day  Convocation  stands 
out.  Prof.  Charles  B.  Cousar,  fresh 
from  a  Sabbatical  year  in  Cambridge, 
England  shared  with  us  the  results  of 
his  study  of  the  Epistle  to  The  Gala- 
tions.    With    a  subject,   "On   Under- 


standing the  Scandal  of  the  Cross, " 
he  focused  on  Paul's  presentation  of 
the  Crucifixion  as  central  to  our  ex- 
perience with  Christ.  The  next  even- 
ing the  Faculty  gathered  for  an  hour 
and  a  half's  discussion  with  him. 
During  the  Honors  Day  program  a 
number  of  awards  were  given  to  stu- 
dents and  the  authors  of  two  new 
books  were  recognized. 

While  it  was  a  most  stimulating 
meeting,  I  must  confess  to  reflecting 
on  the  real  meaning  of  awards  and 
recognition  in  the  ministry.  Can  min- 
isters of  Jesus  Christ  seek  honor,  dis- 
tinctions, and  awards  without  missing 
the  mark  of  what  it  means  to  be  a 
servant  of  Christ  and  His  people?  We 
would  say  "Of  course,  not;  we  are 
to  'walk  humbly  with  the  Lord.' 
Those  will  be  greatest  who  will  serve 
most." 

However,  it  is  helpful  to  focus  on 
the  need  for  academic  achievement 
if  we  are  to  serve  Christ  well!  God 
does  not  need  ignorance,  but  knowl- 
edge. He  does  not  need  passive  in- 
activity, but  a  decisive  competence. 
So,  it  was  good  to  reflect  on  the  full 
use  of  the  gift  of  the  mind  as  we  en- 


gage in  ministry  for  the  glory  of  God. 
Our  aim  then  is  found  in  the  words 
of  Galatians  2:20:  "I  have  been  cru- 
cified with  Christ,  it  is  no  longer  I 
who  live,  but  Christ  who  lives  in  me, 
and  the  Life  I  now  live  in  the  flesh, 
I  live  by  faith  in  the  Son  of  God,  who 
loved  me  and  gave  himself  for  me."

D.Min.  program 
continues  growth 

Columbia  Seminary's  Doctor  of 
Ministry  program  continues  to  ex- 
pand both  in  terms  of  the  number  of 
ministers  who  are  participating  and  in 
terms  of  the  locations  in  which  the 
degree   program  is   being   offered. 

In  addition  to  the  work  offered  on 
the  seminary  campus.  D.Min.  groups 
are  also  underway  in  Clinton,  South 
Carolina;  Waycross,  Georgia;  Brew- 
ton,  Alabama;  and  Jacksonville.  Flor- 
ida. 

Forty  new  D.Min.  students  have 
been  received  into  the  program  since 
last  year,  swelling  the  total  number 
of  participants  to  101.  The  largest 
single  D.Min.  extension  group  is  that 
serving  the  Gulf  Coast  area  and  meet- 
ing in  Brcwton,  Alabama,  which  is 
comprised  of  nineteen  participants. 

The  seminary  is  now  receiving  ap- 
plications from  those  who  wish  to 
become  a  part  of  the  entering  D.Min. 
class  in  the  Fall  of  1980. 


Life  on  Columbia  Seminary's  cam- 
pus is  greatly  enriched  each  year  by 
the  presence  of  International  Stu- 
dents. This  year  students  from  six 
different  countries  are  enrolled  and 
engaged  in  theological  studies  at  Co- 
lumbia. 

In  preparation  for  World  Wide 
Communion  Sunday,  Dr.  Wade  Huie 
gathered  the  International  Students 
together  to  lead  a  Chapel  Service  on 
October  5. 

Our  International  Students  in- 
clude: Alastair  Craik  from  England.

Masango  of  South  Africa,  Sebastian

Opportunities  for  making  tax-de- 
ductible gifts  to  Columbia  Seminary 
fall  into  four  categories  designed  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  donor  as  well 
as  the  seminary.  Many  participate 
in  more  than  one  area  as  suggested 
in  these  categories: 

Annual  Giving 
This  is  a  continuous  program  which 
seeks  funds  for  basic  operational 
needs  such  as  student  financial  aid, 
faculty  salaries,  utilities  and  library 
books.  It  is  essential  to  balancing  the 
budget  and  maintaining  our  academ- 
ic program. 

Capital  Gifts 
These   contributions   are   designed 
primarily   for    endowment,    building, 
and   maintenance.   They  come  from 


individuals,  organizations  and  founda- 
tions —  often  in  significant  amounts. 
The  Campaign  for  Theological  Edu- 
cation in  the  Synod  of  the  Mid-South 
and  the  Margin  of  Excellence  Cam- 
paign in  the  Synod  of  Florida  fall 
into  this  category. 

Deferred  Gifts 

These  gifts  provide  guaranteed  in- 
come to  donors  during  their  lifetimes 
and  at  the  same  time  provide  substan- 
tial tax  savings.  This  category  also  in- 
cludes insurance  programs  and  life 
estates. 

Wills  and  Bequests 

Gifts  through  wills  and  bequests 
enable  friends  of  the  Seminary  to 
found  endowed  scholarships  which 
continue  to  provide  much  needed 
funds  for  worthy  students  far  into 
the  future.  Several  generous  bequests 
during  the  past  year  have  substanti- 
ally increased  the  endowment  of  the 
Seminary  for  which  we  are  truly 
grateful.

Supervised  Ministry  is  an  academic 
and  experiential  training  program 
which  forms  an  essential  component 
of  Columbia  Seminary's  curriculum. 
It  has  been  endorsed  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  and  strongly  supported  by 
the  faculty  and  staff  of  the  Seminary. 
It  recognizes  the  value  of  the  local 
church,  the  hospital,  and  the  com- 
munity as  extended  classrooms  for 
students  preparing  for  ministry. 

This  past  summer  42  students  were 
involved  in  full  time  ministry  in  the 
context  of  local  churches.  Five  stu- 
dents were  doing  ministry  in  the  con- 
text of  hospitals  and  communities  for 
the  aging.  Presently  the  entire  senior 
class  is  involved  in  several  nearby 
parish  settings  under  the  supervision 
of  parish  ministers. 

Supervised  ministry  affirms  a  vital 
partnership  between  the  church  and 
the  seminary  according  to  Peter  C. 
Carruthers,  Staff  Associate  of  the  Of- 
fice of  Supervised  Ministry. 

"Before  students  can  specialize  at 
Columbia  Seminary,  they  must  spend 
some  time  in  the  parish,"  comments 
Mr.  Carruthers.  "Supervised  minis- 
try is  interested  in  the  development 


of  pastors,  church  men  and  church 
women  who  by  experience  begin  to 
integrate  the  theories  of  ministry  with 
the  actual  practice  of  ministry." 

The  value  of  Supervised  Ministry 
is  to  allow  the  student  to  see  minis- 
try in  action,  to  have  the  experience 
of  ministry  and  to  help  decide  if  one's 
call  into  the  ministry  is  real.  "When 
these  things  happen,"  Mr.  Carruth- 
ers adds,  "supervised  ministry  has 
accomplished  its  purposes. 

The  key  to  a  good  supervised  min- 
istry experience  is  the  degree  of  un- 
derstanding and  commitment  on  the 
part  of  supervising  pastor  and  session. 
One  of  the  most  common  reactions  by 
the  students  about  their  summer  ex- 
perience is  characterized  by  one  stu- 
dent's comment,  "The  bottom  line  for 
me  in  what  I  have  learned  this  sum- 
mer is  just  how  much  I  don't  know 
and  how  much  I  want  to  learn." 

According  to  Mr.  Carruthers,  "We 
hope  the  student  will  come  back  to 
the  seminary  with  questions  vital  to 
ministry.  We  hope  it  offers  some  in- 
sights and  self-motivation  in  his  prep- 
aration for  ministry."

All  of  the  77,000  volumes  in  the 
John  Bulow  Campbell  Library  are 
available  for  use  by  Seminary  stu- 
dents and  Presbyterian  ministers 
throughout  the  church.  A  mail  service 
to  clergy  is  an  ongoing  library  enter- 
prise. Mail  requests  are  sent  out  on 
the  same  day  they  are  received. 

The  library  has  an  extensive  ser- 
mon index  on  catalog  cards  and 
microfilm  available  for  use.  The  in- 
dex includes  sermons  of  all  kinds 
and  from  many  countries.  The  index 
is  filed  by  sermon  text  and  arranged 
according  to  the  verses  of  the  Bible. 
It  has  proven  to  be  a  valuable  re- 
source in  the  preparation  of  sermons 
for  students  and  ordained  ministers.
